STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE — ROCKINGHAM, SS. 


To the Inhabitants of Little Boar’s Head District, a village district 
in the Town of North Hampton, organized under provision 
of Chapter 196, Session Laws of 1905, qualified to vote in 
District Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the residence of 
Robert A. Southworth on Atlantic Avenue in said Dis- 
trict on the first Tuesday of September next (the 1st 
day of the month), at eight o’clock in the evening (8:00 
p. m.), Daylight Saving Time, for the following purpos- 
es: 


1. To elect a moderator, a clerk, three commissioners, 
a treasurer, and an auditor for the ensuing year. 


2. To hear the reports of the clerk, treasurer, and 
other officers of said District, and to take such action as 
may be desired in regard to same. 


3. To take such action as you may desire in regard 
to allowing the same discount on district taxes as is al- 
lowed by the Town of North Hampton on town taxes. 


4. 'To take such action as you may desire in regard to 
authorizing the Commissioners to purchase and adopt a 
seal for the District, and to appropriate money for the 
same. 


5. To raise and appropriate such sum of money as 
may be needed for the extinguishment of fires, the light- 
ing of streets, the planting and care of shade and orna- 
mental trees, the supply of water for domestic and fire 
purposes, the construction and maintenance of sidewalks 
and main drains or common sewers, the construction, 
maintenance and care of parks or commons, the mainten- 
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ance of activities for recreational promotion, the ap- 
pointing and employing of watchmen and police officers, 
the enacting and enforcing of zoning regulations, and all 
other district expenses for the ensuing year. 


6. To take such action as you may desire in regard to 
giving the treasurer of the District authority to borrow 
money in anticipation of taxes. 


7. To transact such other business as may legally 
come before said meeting.

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Commissioners’ Report 


1952 - 1953 


1. Sidewalks: This spring a new section of concrete 
walk was built along the Head from the end of Atlantic 
Avenue down to the foot of the hill. The new construc- 
tion included a guard rail on the ocean side. This work 
was done under contract, by the lower of two bidders. 
The new walk affords increased safety to pedestrians, 
and will ultimately be extended on towards the Fish 
Houses. No new construction is planned for next 
year, but only necessary work on existing sidewalks. 


2. Policing: Winter watchman service, summer 
lifeguard service, and the picking up of papers and re- 
fuse on the beach and highways have been effectively 
maintained by the District as in the past, and special vol- 
unteer watchman service was provided last Hallowe’en. 


The Town has continued to supply efficient police ser- 
vice at the beach and parking area until early morning. 
The new North Hampton Chief of Police, Arthur Leo- 
nard, (Telephone Rye Beach 206-3), should be notified 
at once in case of any disturbance. 


Signs have been erected by the District as required, 
including ones to keep cars from parking to block the 
Bathhouse fire-hydrant and the approach to the beach 
reserved for the Coast Guard DUWK. The signs prohib- 
iting picnicking in front of the Bath Houses have 
worked out well, and picnicking along the rest of the 
beach has been orderly. 


3. Mosquito Control: Five sprayings were required 
this year to control mosquitoes, but the results in our 
opinion have been well worth the expense. These DDT

sprayine's also eliminate practically all other insect pests 
on trees and shrubbery sprayed. 


4, District Maps: Property owners and voters who 
have not yet received their copies of the new District 
Map prepared by Raymond O. Hobbs may obtain same 
from the Treasurer on request. 


5. Appointments: Philip N. Hobson was re-appoint- 
ed to the Zoning Board of Adjustment for five years, and 
William P. Fowler as Zoning Inspector for one year. Ed- 
ward R. Hale was appointed a special member of the 
Zoning Board of Adjustment last May to sit at hearings 
concerning the Sawyer ice cream stand, as to which 
Robert A. Southworth had ruled himself disqualified. 
Owing to the temporary absence of our Auditor, Philip 
N. Hobson, we have appointed Philip Fowler Auditor 
pro tem. 


6. Loan in Anticipation of Taxes: In order to meet 
current bills this summer, the Treasurer recently bor- 
rowed $500.00 on a two-months’ loan in anticipation of 
the April, 1953, tax levy. 


7. Tax rate: The increase in the Town tax rate to 
$40.00 was largely due to higher school expenses, caused 
by the increased number of children in the town. 


The Village District tax rate remained at $3.50 per 
thousand dollars of valuation. 


8. Annual Meeting: The annual meeting this year 
comes on the Tuesday. before Labor Day, September 1st 
at 8:00 p. m., at Robert Southworth’s residence. Voters 
and taxpayers are urged to attend.
